Rights Bill

WASHINGTON — Senate sub- 
committee approval of a mild, 


two-point civil rights bill Wednes- 
day was regarded here as at 
least a temporary victory for 
Southerners in their fight to block 
harsher legislation. 


The bill, as reported out, 4 to 
3, by the judiciary subcommittee, 
would do two things: 


1. Extend the life of the Civil 
Rights Commission until Jan. 31, 
1961. 


2. Require state and local of- 
ficials to preserve election rec- 
ords for three years and ballots 
for 18 months and make them 
available for federal inspection. 


The subcommittee then voted, 
4 to 2, to postpone _ indefinitely 
further consideration of any other 
civil rights legislation. This, in 
effect, tabled all harsh proposals 
advocated by northern radicals.

WASHINGTON—Spain will in the next few days 
get a $400,000,000 shot in the arm to enable her to break 
out of her post-World War II isolation and enter into the 
mainstream of European and world-wide economic life. 


The Spanish government, which 
has . nearly exhausted its hard 
currency and gold reserves, will 
be rescued and set off on a new 
economic course by credits from 
a wide variety of international, 
European, American government 
and private banking institutions 
headed by the International Mone- 
tary Fund and the Organization 
for European Economic Coopera- 
tion. 


The board of directors of the 
IMF will meet here Friday with 
Spanish Minister of Commerce 
Alberto Ullastres to make the 
formal finding that Spain’s pro- 
gram of economic reforms quali- 
fy her for a credit of $75,000,000. 


At the same time or soon there- 
after in Paris the OEEC will meet 
to make similar findings and to 
grant Spain credits totaling at 
least $90,000,000 provided by a 
combination of European coun- 
tries. The OEEC will also admit 
Spain as a full member. 


Another “$75,000,000 or more in 


the form of loans will be furnish- 
ed by a group of about ten U.S. 
private banks including Chase 
Manhattan, First National City 
Bank of New York, and the Manu- 
facturers Trust Company.

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Bitter Steel Strike 
Will Affect Us All 


The steel strike is on. The public will 
be the immediate and long-term loser. 
And, as usual, the people seem to know 
the least about what is going on and why. 

There have been indications over the 
past few months that the steel industry 
was determined this time to make no 
further concessions to labor. It has been 
blamed for triggering successive waves 
of inflation through successive wage and 
price increases over more than a decade. 
Whether this determination is real or 
whether the strike is tolerated to pr°- 
pare the public for another inflationary 
settlement remains to be seen. 

Meanwhile, the country has between 
20° million and 21 million tons of steel 
om hand for major users—about a thrce- 
month supply. Smaller users have an 
additional 3,700,000 tons. About half of 
our steel consumers will run out of sup- 
plies within 60 days. 

The strike, affecting 500,000 workers, 
will close 85 per cent of our steel-making 
capacity. 

.The walkout occurs just as the U.S. 
Labor Department announces that em- 
ployment surged to a record of 67,342,000 
in, June—a gain of 1,326,000 over the 
previous month. It represents a gain of 
almost five million workers since Jan. l, 
an amazing recovery from the recession. 

Th employment figures automat- 
ically will drop with the steel shutdown. 
There will be progressive cutbacks in 
production of all industries which use 
the metal and increases in unemploy- 
ment as a result. 

The American economy depends on 
steel. Our defense establishment and al- 
most all consumer industries are tied to 
it. What happens in steel affects every 
individual in this country. That is why 
government is concerned and why Pres- 
ident Eisenhower said the other day that 
he wished industry and labor would 
think more of the nation’s interests than 
of their own special gains. 

Any prolonged strike is bound to 
lead to great pressures for federal con- 
trols, perhaps another seizure of the in- 
dustry itself. Certainly government can- 
not permit a creeping paralysis of the en- 
tire economy even if public opinion did 
not demand action. 

In view of the seriousness of this situ- 
ation, we can see no reasonable objection 
to naming a fact-finding board to study 
the issues as proposed by David J. Mc- 
Donald, president of the steelworkers 
union. Anything constructive to break the 
stalemate would be welcomed. 

A speedy, non-inflationary settle- 
ment is in order. If not, the conse- 
quences could be disastrous indeed, to 
the industry, to labor and to the nation.

Hospital Facilities Are 
Inadequate in Georgia 


The wide gap between the need and 
availability of hospital facilities in Geor- 
gia is pinpointed in the results of a re- 
cent state survey. 


The figures, representing estimates 
based on a formula for an ideal ratio of 
hospital beds per 1,000 population, are 
shocking. : 

‘They show that Georgia has only 7 
per cent of the beds needed for chron- 
ically ill patients; 23 per cent of the beds 
needed for nursing home care; 10 per

t. centers, and 38 per cent of the need 
for rehabilitation centers. 

~The fact-finding survey offers con- 
clusive proof of the state’s justification

The lack of nursing homes and treat- 
ment centers for the aged is illustrated 
all too well by the fact that between 
4,000 and 5,000 patients at the Milledge- 
ville State Hospital are there not for psy- 
chiatric treatment but as custodial cases. 


Vigorous efforts at the local, state and 
national levels should be devoted to 
overcoming the shortage of general hos- 
pital facilities and to the development of 
a program whereby the aged can be ac- 
corded the care they deserve.

Virginia Voters Choose 
Route of Local Option 


Virginia voters have given a rather 
convincing endorsement to Gov. Lindsay 
Almond’s “freedom of choice” school plan 
as the alternative to closing the state’s 
public education system. 


Results of the Democratic primary 
in which “massive resistance” forces at- 
tempted to gain control of the State Leg- 
islature are highly significant. For the 
time being, at least, the state’s course is 
clear. Local communities will decide the 
extent to which they will remain in the 
public school business. 


Virginia, as everyone knows, has been 
in a condition of crisis for many months 
as a result of the school integration is- 
sue. Her “massive resistance” laws one 
by one were struck down in the courts. 
Gov. Almond; himself a leader of those 
opposed to even token integration, found 
himself in a position of having to preside 
over the demise of the state’s public 
schools. Either operate all public schools 
or close them all, the courts had ruled. 


Faced with this desperate choice, 
Gov. Almond turned to the local-option 
plan. It passed the Legislature by a nar- 
row margin, Voters in Tuesday’s election 
test affirmed the decision. In a choice of 
no schools at all versus leaving it to in- 
dividual communities to determine their 
own future, they have chosen the latter. 


On the surface the election appears to 
be a major defeat for U.S. Sen. Harry F. 
Byrd, chief architect of the state’s inte- 
gration policies whose political strength 
has been impregnable in Virginia for as 
long as most. of us can remember. 


This does not mean that all Virginia 
communities will try to adjust to court 
rulings. But at least it leaves the way 
open for those who want to do so to make 
the effort. 


The major political significance lies 
in the fact that in test after test in Tues- 
day’s election, Virginians voted against 
closing the schools and for local option. 
In other states, including Georgia, the 
people themselves ultimately must make 
a decision.

To Capricious Delays 


It seems to us the Southern Rail- 
road, in demanding payment for air rights 
over viaducts which will increase railroad 
property values, is acting capriciously. 

Agreements on all previous viaducts 
have been negotiated without such de- 
laying tactics. It is not too easy to build 
something in the air over a viaduct. If 
the railroad is interested in the possi- 
bilities, a simple agreement in the con- 
tract would protect its interests. 


The Southern has an interest in the 
development of the City of Atlanta. It 
will benefit from the Hunter street and 
Techwood viaducts as will the city. The 
viaducts are not in competition with the 
railroad and will not be. 

No competing agency is trying to 
build these viaducts.

Are You Looking ; 
Toward Heaven? — 


As one generation gives way to another there | ms 


are inevitable changes iri life’s central con- 
cerns. No two generations are alike. We call a 
our fathers old-fashioned and our children 


will think of us as being 


old fogies. Often the changes which come are good and wholesome. 
But often, too, the changes never seem quite as valuable as the former 


ways. 

In a book of American religious 
history I find these words which 
describe the spiritual life of men 
who lived a century ago: “They 
lived for heaven.”’ 

I don’t expect most of us are 
living for heaven. Whatever we 
may be living for—and some of us 
aren't sure what we are living 
for—most modern people give 
little or no thought to heaven. 

Our thoughts are fixed tena- 
ciously on this world. Our spiritu- 
al thinking is largely limited to 
this world. We have no sure hopes 
for life beyond the present scene. 
Many devout Christians ignore or 
are indifferent to the larger geo- 
graphical dimensions of faith. 


A heaven-bound religion is criti- 
cized by some people. They say 
that belief in heaven is incredi- 
ble, for who, they ask, has ever 
been able to prove heaven? Hea- 
ven, they think, represents a pro- 
jection of our broken dreams and 
unfulfilled hopes. Thoughts of hea- 
ven are born in our desperation 
and offer an escape and refuge 
from our troubles.

Nixon Is Refusing 
To Heed Advisers 


WASHINGTON—Richard M. Nixon is driv- 
ing his highest-level political supporters fran- 
tic. The reason is they are convinced that fairly 


and firmly, and save against later challenge, they can lock up the 
1960 Republican presidential nomination and deliver it to him with 
ironclad commitments tonight—but the vice president won't let them. 


This is what they are talking 
about: 

The minimum nominating ma- 
jority at the 1960 Republican Na- 


tional Convention will be 663 
delegates. 
Nixon's influential advocates 


are in intimate contact with the 
Republican leaders of every state 
in the Union—except New York— 
and their reports add up to a 
maximum of 1,000 delegates and 
a minimum of 9800 delegates 
whose backing at Los Angeles 
next July can, they say, be 
unequivocally pledged. 

The basis on which these 
pledges are said to be tree-rip- 
ened and ready to be harvested 
by the lightest breath of a breeze 
is fourfold: (1) Nixon has battled 
their battles and campaigned in 
the Republican Party’s cam- 
paigns in every part of the coun- 
try in two presidential. and four 
congressional elections and they 
honorably feel in his debt; (2) 
they feel Nixon would make the 
kind of candidate and president 
they want; (3) they would like 
to avoid any possibility of a 
last-ditch fight between Nixon 
and Rockefeller so they can con- 
centrate for a good 12 months on 
preparing for the election, or- 
ganization-wise and  fund-wise, 
(4) they are confident he can 
be elected.

Thyroid Failure 


Causes Trouble 


In medicine there is an inter- 
esting word—myxoedema—which 
means literally a mucous swell- 


ing. This word is applied to a con- 
dition in which the thyroid gland 
in the neck is not giving out its | 
normal amount of secretion. As a| 
result of this defect, there is often 
swelling of the tissues beneath 
the skin, among other symptoms. 
This swelling is particularly no- 
ticeable in the eyelids, which 
gave the condition its name.

‘General’ Is Famous 


For More Than Raid

The Louisville and Nashville Railroad, which has said it will 
not give the locomotive General back to Georgia until 1969, has 
published a new booklet which calls the General “America’s 
favorite locomotive."’ 


Which it is. 


The booklet is well done and gives a carefully documented 
account of the raid on which the several stories about ‘“‘The Great 
Locomotive Chase” were based. However, the L&N carefully re- 
frains from mentioning that the General was owned by the State 
of Georgia at the time of the raid and is still the property of the 
state. 


Fact is, the booklet doesn’t even mention that the Western and 
Atlantic Railroad (which is now leased by the L&N) is Georgia- 
owned and was Georgia-built. 


But the booklet is interesting. It brings out some history about 
the General which I didn’t know. Nearly everyone is familiar with 
the Andrews raid, when a group of Yankees stole the General and 
tried to get to Chattanooga, destroying the railroad as they went. 
The attempt was a failure, because the Yankees were too closely 
pressed by pursuing Confederates. 


But here’s a note: The General was used in the Battle of 
Kennesaw Mountain, June 18-July 3, 1864, to move supplies in and 
the wounded out. General Hood, on Aug. 31, 1864, used the General 
in an unsuccessful attempt to take supplies out of Atlanta. Then, 
the next night, the General stood at the head of an ammunition 
train of 81 cars that burned. The General was damaged in the 
fireworks that ensued. 


And the General has been displayed at nearly every Exposition 
and World's Fair held in the United States since 1891. 


You can get the booklet by writing to the Advertising and 
Publications Department, L&N Railroad, P.O. Box 1198, Louisville, 
Ky. Put a PS on your letter telling the L&N that the General 
ought to be back in Georgia. They'll still send you the book.

When it comes to dodging 
calories, the homemaker is on 
the spot. She keeps company 
with calories all day long— 
planning pleasing menus, shop- 
ping for food, cooking the meals 
and serving them. Being a good 
cook, naturally she appreciates 
her own cooking. 


All things considered, it is 
quite understandable when 
homemakers inquire wistfully, 
half in earnest, if smelling the 
food could possibly be fattening.

Georgia rangers W. L. Lovell 
and Bob Carnes, both of whom 
patrol the Lake Burton area, said 
they’ve checked fishermen with 
more white bass this season than 
ever before. 


Lovell said the bass average 
about three pounds each, and 
most anglers are taking from four 
to eight per trip. 


Early morning and late eve- 
nings have been the most produc- 
tive hours. 

In the last couple of weeks 
the bass have been found in 
schools, chasing shad minnows, 
and a careful fisherman could 
hook four or five before the 
school moved on.

Thirty years ago, when the 
Appalachian Train idea was 
conceived and promoted by a 
fellow named Benton McKaye, 
the original proposal was to end 
this fabulous footpath in the 
mountains of Alabama. 


A group of Cracker mountain 


tested that to get from the crest 
of the Blue Ridge over to the 
Lookout Mountain plateau, the 
hikers would have to swim the 
Tennessee River — maybe with 
their packs on and some of 
them might drown — and that 
the logical terminus of the trail 
should be in Georgia. This route 
would keep the proposed trail 
out on top of the world, bring 
it through the heart of the new 
Chattahoochee National Forest 
(known then as the Cherokee), 
and allow it to follow the crest 
of the Blue Ridge all the way. 

To further prove their good 
intentions, the first Georgia Ap- 
palachian Trail Club was orga- 
nized with the proposal to lay 
out, mark and maintain the 
trail through our state. That 


after 30 years. 


At the time, Mt. Oglethorpe, 
near Jasper, was chosen as the 
southern end of the trail and 
approval by the Appalachian 
Trail Conference. Since those 
years, the last few miles of this 
mountain footpath have been 
graded into roads, and the 
terminus of the trail has been 
forced to retreat before an en- 
croaching civilization. 

Springer Mountain, within the 
confines of the Chattahoochee 
National Forest, remains in wil- 
derness. It is a lofty peak, iso- 
lated by primitive ridges and 
deep valleys with trout streams 
streaking through them. It is 
proper that the end of the long- 
est wilderness trail should end 
in wilderness.

Steel Here 
Enough for 
2 Months 


Atlanta’s steel supply should be 
sufficient for a two-month strike— 
but a strike of longer duration 
will raise problems. 


That was the consensus of com- 
pdhies here Wednesday, as the 
steel walkout made headlines 
over the nation. Spokesmen for 
steel firms here reported inde- 
pendent suppliers in the Atlanta 
area had stockpiled: inventories 
expected to carry them and their 
customers through the next 60 
days. 


A survey showed some local 
firms are stepping up imports 
from abroad. European steel pro- 
ducers are currently underselling 
American mills. 


Industrial firms in this area 
saw ‘“‘no immediate impact’’ as 
result of a short-lived steel strike.

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Stocks Must Go to Floor 


Of Exchange 


for Transter 


Question: Sitting in a brokerage office, I heard the cus- 
tomers’ man whbd handles my account tell one of his important 
clients on the phone that he had sold the client’s stock to another 
client. Is it common practice to find a buyer for stock and 
simply have the stock transferred without sending the transac- 
tion to the floor of the New York Stock Exchange? 


Answer: No, it is not. As a 
matter of fact (except in the case 
of secondary distributions), such 
an action would fracture the rules 
of the exchange. 


An order placed with a mem- 
ber firm of any securities ex- 
change for the purchase or sale 
of any stock listed on that ex- 
change is supposed to be filled 
through the regular trading pro- 
cedure of the exchange. 


Even if you told your brokerage 
firm to sell 100 shares of XYZ 
stock and another client told the 
same firm to buy 100 shares of 
XYZ stock at the same minute 
of the day, the brokerage firm 
is required to take both orders 
to the floor of the exchange for 
execution. 


In such a case, the brokerage 
firm would know the names of 
the buyer and seller. That may 
have been the situation your cus- 
tomer’s man was talking about. 
Even so, he’s not supposed to. 
Broker’s ethics prohibit that kind 
of running off at the lip. 


In cases of doubt about their 
brokers’ activities take the ques- 
tion to the Department of Mem- 
ber Firms, New York Stock Ex- 
change, 11 Wall St., New York 
City. The exchange wants to 
know about any infractions or al- 
leged infractions of its rules by 
its member firms.
